But what text-book,

l a s t week, can hope to shed true light 
on the history of the world, and what 
geography is valuable that draws the 
lines from any past more ancient than 
a month t 


Even the languages of the world have 
been inconceivably enriched with words 
sincn 
this 
great 
war began. The 
tongues of the nations are npeaking 
more and more in common, just as the 
aims and desires of the people of the 
world are drawing together. 


The amusing stories of the (ictionints 
of a century ago have come to be a 
fact. 
Tho lighters in the air on the 
western front of war have shattered all 
text-book theories'of equilibrium; the 
calculations solemnly made by astron­ 
omers arc in doubt, now that wu have 
human knowledge of the densities and 
raricties of uiT ten tlioununil f««t nbovit 
tho earth. 
Even the fixed science of 
jnatlii'.ifiaticH must travel on an anti­ 
quated vehicle if it does not take into 
consideration the calculations that have 
come out of the making of instruments 
with which to kill. 


Philosophy as expressed by the great 
materialists, and which was growing in 
Utrongth throughout the world, has beet 
utterly discredited—found to be based 
on a fallacy that we now sec to be ab 
surd. Political economy, as taught hith 
erto, is now a force. 
The languages 
which wo have taught in rudimentary 
form in the ,past, must be mastered on 
a 
greater and almost 
all-embracing 
scale in the future, for the world has 
lessened its distances and tightened its 
ufliliations. 


What will the teachers in grammar and 
high school teach this year! If they 
are wise, they will gather tho shattered, 
the dust-made, the pulverized 
knowl­ 
edge of tho world of tho past, and will 
make a hillock of it, upon which to 
stand, and (from the eminence, 
will 
speak from the mouth of the incredible 
things that havo como to the world, of 
evolution by tho sword, of chango and 
docay as it is recorded on War's fright­ 
ful seismograph, of nations in the mak­ 
ing, and of nations passing forever into 
thO decline from whic>. no nation re­ 
turns. 


The school-teacher who stands before 
class this autumn, no matter if lie bo in 
the Han (lubriel vul'.ey or in Mesopo­ 
tamia, must, i f truth is employed, look 
into tho eyes of tho young people con­ 
fronting, and preface all stateiuuuts 
with the one fundamental -truth—"we 
do not know." 
Two and two will 
still make four when this great war 
shall be over, but the cherished things 
of higher mathematics must bo purged 
of ignorance as wo go deeper into the 
sea and higher into the air. The poetic 
fabric of the science culled astronomy 
must come closer to the powerful teles­ 
cope of human skepticism, and surely, 
the little philosophies of man playing 
ball with spiritualism and materialism, 
of earth and heaven, of Clod and man, 
will come to bo known at least us pre­ 
tension and not facts, of theroios, not 
knowledge. 


There are more things in wur thun 
are dreamed of in our present philoso­ 
phy. 
Knowledge through wiitten his­ 
tory and geography and applied sciences 
and theoretical sciences is to be hence­ 
forth chiefly valuable us n refraction— 
a mirage which tells us that somewhere, 
the truth exists.

of Houthcrn 
California goes right on 
improving steadily without tho bally 
hoo. 
There is a chance for argument 
as t-j whether the old Chamber of Com 
merce methods of Southern 
California 
did not. impede its progress rather than 
stimulate it, just as there is chance for 
argument that the anti-snloon and tem­ 
perance organizations are probably res­ 
ponsible for the hesitancy of the people 
to vote out of existence an obvious evil. 
People don't like to be driven. Thy 
like to think 
they have 
discovered 
things for themselves. 
And Southern 
California, if its professional boosters 
had been chloroformed early in its his 
tory, might be even more prosperous 
and populous today. I t IB certain, how 
ever, that this valley is more prosperous 
now and' less inclined to advertise tho 
fact than ever before in its history.

The temperature should be the high­ 
est at which potatoes can be maintained 
firm and ungerminated, and which will 
at the same time hold fungus 
diseases

S t a t e s D e p a r t m e n t of Agriculture with 
artificially refrigerated storage indicate 
t h a t 36 degrees F a h r e n h e i t is sufficient­ 
ly low for all practical purposes and 
t h a t in the earlier portion of the Stor­ 
age season a temperature of 40 degrees 
F a h r e n h e i t is just as satisfactory as a 
lower 
one except where powdery 
dry 
rot infection 
occurs. 


All natural light should be excluded 
from

storage 
houses,

when the tubers are_ exposed to even

for food purposes. 
A practical rule in 
regard to humidity is to maintain suffi­ 
cient 
moisture in the air 
to-, prevent 
the wilting of the tubers a n d at 
t h e 
same time to keep the h u m i d i t y content 
low enough to prevent the deposit of 
moisture on the surface of the tubers. 


I f potatoes a r e piled In too large piles 
they may become overheate'd and dete­ 
riorate. 
Six feet is a good 
maximum 
depth to which to pile t u b e r s in bins, 
and the area covered b y each pile a l s o - 
should be limited. 
A good plan is to, 
insert ventilated division walls at in­ 
tervals through the pile or bin. 
These 
m a y be made by nailing relatively nar­ 
row boards on both sides of 2 b y 4 
uprights, 1-inch spaces being left 
be­ 
tween the boards. 
General 
ventilation 
for the whole storage house usually is 
accomplished through ventilating shafts 
in the roof.

are pits, or earth-covered piles, dug-out

P i t t i n g is the most primitive method of 
storage, b u t if properly done on well- 
drained locations is satisfactory insofar 
as the preservation of the potatoes is 
concerned.

The dugout pit or potato storage cel­ 
lar is probably more widely used than 
any other type of storage space. 
Fitted 
with water-tight foof it is 
especially 
popular in the central portions of the 
United States.. I n the aridlind semiarid V" 
sections, a type: with sod or dirt Voof 
I s in roost general use. . As a rule,, the 
excavation for t h e cheaper ..structures 
of the dugout pit or cellar type when 
erected on level or nearly level land 
does not exceed three feet. 
The 
soil 
removed from such an excavation, par­ 
ticularly if the dugout is of any con­ 
siderable size, is ample for b a n k i n g the 
side a n d end walls and also for the roof. 
The cost of construction may be greatly 
modified, according to t h e character of 
the location.

the cheaper 
dugouts, where 
the 
soil is of such a n a t u r e a s to remain in­ 
tact it is allowed to form the side and 
end walls, the roof being supported on 
plates Testing on t h e soil nnd held to­ 
gether b y boards or joists. 
This form 
of construction involves a deeper ex­ 
cavation and a constant element of risk 
from a cave-in. 
I n the more expensive 
d substantial structures the side and 
end walls are built of concrete.—Bulle­
